Cecil,  member  of  the  Privy  Council, 
said  in  a  speech  tonight  he  wished 
he  could  believe  Russia's  disarma- 
ment plans  were  practical,  but  he 
felt  sure  they  «aM  useless  as  con- 
dltloBO  are  at  tbo  ptaosnt  la  Biirope.

He  also  alluded  to  the  fact 
that  cancer  was  a  dlsea.se  of  ad- 
vanced life  With  thr  rrducllon  in 
thr  mortality  from  mfr<  tioM  (]'■-- 
ea-ios  In  early  life  and  in  ii<!  ■  t- 
wlth  thr  cr, iiscfiucti'  Ictitjt  hcniii^;  ol 
life  cxp('i',inr\  ihi-ir  ( ouid  be  ex- 
pected to  be  an  increase  In  the 
number  of  people  irtio  would  die 
from  cancer  untU  the  proper  treat- 
ment had  been  discovered.

The  tables  prepared  from  the 
actual  cases  on  record  showed  that 
there  was  an  increase  in  gastric  and 
hepatic  carcinoma,  with  stomach 
cancer  greatly  predominating.

In  the  charts  shown  was  one  as 
to  the  age  when  the  dLsca.se  wa.s 
thr  most  prevalent.  It  wa,s  .srldnm 
found  before  the  age  of  thirty  and 
increased  notably  until  seventy 
There  was  then  a  .sharp  decline  In 
thr  number  of  deaths  from  the  dis- 
ease. In  the  taUe  of  cancer  deaths 
t  was  shown  that  from  190V  to  101t 
he  deaths  per  10,(M0  were  respec- 
tively B.6  and  M.  But  between  1918 
and  1938  the  increase  was  much 
more  marked.  Aamiat  raepaoOvebr 
8.S  and  13  1. 

He  frit  that  thl.s  would  be 
attributable  in  part  to  the  great 
Improvement  in  ihr  pre.sent-day 
methods  of  diagno.swiK  the  disease.

produced  from  bedded  salt  deposits. 
The  rate  of  penetration  of  salt  Into 
the  tissues  of  fish  has  also  been  ex- 
t.ensively  studied  and  the  results 
have  shown  that  the  fa,ster  the  pcne- 
tnifiiai  111'  h<-tter  the  rjuility  of  the 
p:i>d'ii'  IIm  talc  of  penetration 
haa  been  found  tu  de[>end  to  a  great 
extent  on  the  purity  of  the  salt;  the 
purer  the  salt  the  faster  the  pene- 
tration. The  presenee  In  the  salt  of 
calcium  and  magnesium  compounds 
1.5  found  to  be  highly  detrimental 
and  tends  to  make  the  fish  white 
and  opaque. 

Por  many  years  lark'c  quaiititle.s  of 
salt  have  been  imported  for  ii.se  in 
the  fisheries  of  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces Much  of  this  came  from 
lurks  Island  in  the  West  Indies  and 
from  the  Spanish  provinces  border- 
ing m  the  Medtterranean  Sea.  The 
product  from  both  these  locallUes 
is  produosd  hy  stdar  evaporation 
from  sea  water  and  In  consequence 
trouble  has  frequently  been  encoun- 
tered by  Canadian  and  European 
producers  of  salted  hah  due  lo  the 
red  discoiorattan  developing  on  Uialr 
product*
